times entered the locked morgue 
and left the door unfastened be 
hind him—baffled police today in 
their investigation of the brutal 
hospital slaying of a handsome 
male student nurse whose battered 
body lay in the morgue.

Beatty said the door to the morgue, 
in which lay the body of 28-year- 
old Lewis J. Spencer, was found 
unlocked three times last night 
by hospital attendants.

the door was locked again, only to 
be found later—mysteriously un­ 
locked. 
Mr. Spencer was found beaten 
to death early yesterday in his 
room at the University of Kansas 
Hospital. 
Clad In shorts and a 
bathrobe, he was lying across his

His skull was badly crushed, 
apparently by a blunt Instrument, 
police said.
